MOULTRIE, May 11—Lashing at “asphalt-drooling profiteers waving fiery crosses” 
and at “ranting dictators in red suspenders’’ who wasted Georgia money and disgraced 
the State, Jimmy Carmichael opened his gubernatorial campaign here today with prom- 


ises to: 

1. Pay school teachers a living 
wage before any other department 
receives funds. 

2. Refuse to approve any new 
taxes, except those necessary to 
pay teachers, unless they have 
been approved by the people. 

3. Develop Georgia “honestly 
and decently” within its income, 
and keep the state out of debt. 

As he outlined his platform, 
Carmichael declared he would 
never permit the mixing of the 
races. He said the race issue was 
purely a smokescreen thrown up 
by one candidate. 

PLEDGES BETTER ROADS 

He pledged himself to work to 
have Congress permit inclusion of 
the current cost of labor in arriv- 
ing at-parity prices. And he said 
the top priority will be given to 
the development of rural all 
weather roads throughout the 
state. 

Hundreds of people stood in a 
hot Saturday afternoon sun on 
the Colquitt County Courthouse 
lawn to hear the youthful candi- 
date speak. In addition, the ad- 
dress was carried throughout the 
State on 28 radio stations. 

This agricultural section cheered 
when Carmichael came out in fa- 
vor of including farm labor cost 
in parity prices. Highly interest- 
ed in education, they liked Car- 
michael’s placing school teachers 
in top pay priority from State 
funds. And, near Georgia’s “Black 
Belt,” where Negroes outnumber 
whites in population, the crowd 
applauded Carmichael’s pledge to 
preserve Southern -racial tradi- 
tions while recognizing the United 
Statés Supreme Court’s order per- 
mitting Negroes to vote.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 11—(7)—A scheduled NBC broadcast 
by AFL Pres. William Green was suddenly cut off the air Saturday 
night and NBC Announcer John Hurley told reporters it was

The broadcast went dead about 15

first time in 66 years for lack of 
wheat. 

“The old Scandinavian millers 


out there in the past always 
seemed to scrape up enough wheat 
that the pigeons didn’t get to keep 
running, but they tell me now 
we'll have to close,” Pillsbury 
said. “They'll keep grinding un- 
til the last wheat is gone, but 
they can predict within minutes 
when the supply will be exhaust- 
ed. They say the end will be be- 
tween 11:30 p. m. and midnight.”

Wheels of Pillsbury Mill Are Halted, 
After 66 Years, as Wheat Runs Out 


Pillsbury seemed more _ con- 
cerned about the effect of the 
closing upon bakers and house- 
wives in this country and starv- 
ing in Europe and Asia than the 
fact that the big mill his family 
has operated for nearly three 
— of a century will be si- 
ent. 


“Certainly,” he said, “if we have 
to close, others will be forced to 
do likewise. If millers receive no 
wheat, there soon will be no flour 
ground in this country. The 
strange thing about the situation 
is that our closing has nothing 
to do with the coal situation.” 


Pillsbury said the ‘mill’s wheat 
shortage was caused by present 
price of wheat and the Govern- 
ment’s 30-cent-per-bushel bonus 
buying program which results in 
wheat being earmarked by the 
Government for foreign relief. 


Further shortages, he said, were 
caused by the fact that wheat is 
used as livestock food and by the 
fact that farmers have held their 
wheat in anticipation of further 
price rises. 

The capacity of the “A” mill 
used to be 10,000 barrels per day, 
but has now dwindled to about 
5,000 barrels, Pillsbury said. 

The Pillsbury “A” mill, now 
grinding wheat flour for bread, 
rye flour and semolina, operates 
on water power from famed St. 
Anthony Falls, discovered in 1680 
by Father Louis Hennepin.

“The new crop will tell the 
story,” he said. “Even with the 
Government forecasts lowered 
since April 1, the Winter wheat 
crop still sounds like a record one 
from the Southwest. This crop 
should be moving to the mills by 
early June—ground and on its 
way to those who need flour.” 


The new crop will not come to 
the “A” mill in Minneapolis that 
early, but will be pouring into 
Pillsbury’s mill at Enid, Okla., 
which, incidentally, also is closed. 
As the harvesters move north, the 
mills will come.back into opera- 
tion depending upon the Govern- 
ment’s policies, Pillsbury said. 

The mill will lay off about 400 
workers, but the layoff effect on 
buyers and suppliers can not be 


‘estimated, Pillsbury said. 

“These men will go back to 
work as soon as the Government 
releases wheat to the millers to 
'grind, or as soon as the new crop 
comes in,” Pillsbury declared.

City Churches Launch Drive 
For Relief of Hungry Europe 


A box car loaded with 36,000 pounds of food and clothing to be 
collected through Atlanta churches for victims of war in Europe and 
Asia will leave here June 7 bound for an overseas shipping depot 


in New Windsor, Md. 


That, at least, was the goal set 
Friday by the Steering Committee 
of the Atlanta United Church Re- 
lief Drive, which gets under way 
officially today, when all Atlanta 
Protestant churches will take a 
special offering for those people 
facing starvation in war-ravaged 
countries abroad. 

No member of the Steering Com- 
mittee doubted that the people of 
Atlanta would respond—and re- 
spond generously—to the appeal. 

Under the relief plan, all Protes- 
tant churches in Atlanta will be 
receiving depots for canned foods 
and clothing for shipment over- 
seas. It is believed that the 
churches can collect easily a car- 
load within a month, if the people 
will realize the need. 

JUST THE BEGINNING 

This particular carload collec- 
tion will be only part, only a be- 
ginning, of the giant drive for 
money, food and clothes which the 
churches of this city are sponsor- 
ing. The drive will be an on-going 
one, continuing as long as the 
emergency exists. 

The Steering Committee of the 
drive, composed of one minister 
and two laymen from every Prot- 
estant denomination in the city, 
named the following objectives 
Friday: 

1. Money with which to buy 
concentrated foods, milk, medicine 
and seeds. 

2. Shoes and clothing, clean and 
ready for shipment. 


3. Canned goods, 
fish, meat and milk. 


Both money and material aid 
will be sent through church chan- 
nels already established and will 
be distributed to those people ov- 
erseas who need it most—irrespec- 
tive of race, color or creed—by 
native church representatives,

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CITY HEALTH DEPARTMENT ASKS 
CO-OPERATION IN WAR ON INSECTS 


The City Health Department is preparing to launch an all- 
out war this Summer on mosquitoes and flies, and has called 
on Atlantans to co-operate to keep the nuisance at a minimum 
and prevent disease. 

Stafford W. Graydon, Health Engineer, yesterday announced 
that three crews already have been assigned to control work, 
anticipating an increase of the pests with the advent of warm 
weather. Thirteen men have been provided for the work, and 
stagnant pools and the backwaters of streams which breed 
mosquitoes will be sprayed. 

Asserting it is impossible for the Health Division to control 
the pests without the co-operation of the public, Graydon urged 
property owners to see that their premises are cleared of all 
standing water, including that in discarded cans, buckets, holes 
in the ground, or other receptacles. He also advised citizens 
to keep lids tightly on garbage cans and to place all refuse in 
the cans. 
| “I am urging Atlantans to pull together with us to make 
Atlanta a healthier and more comfortable place in which to 
live,” Graydon said. “Germs of every disease known to man 
have been found on the legs of the common house fly. It is 
one of the best and most common carriers of disease. The 
mosquito also is a carrier. If we can effectively control them, 
we can raise the general health of the community, and I am 
confident that every person in Atlanta wishes to stay healthy. 
It is our business to help, and I wish to assure all citizens that 
we shall do our best.”

British Empire Policy Follows Line 
That Nation’s Power Is Declining 


LONDON, May 11—(#)—Brit- 
gin, proposing to pull her military 
forces out of Egypt and indepen- 
dence to India, appears to be chart- 
ing a new course of Empire. 

The Labor Government rapidly 
{is trimming the areas policed by 
its troops and is making conces- 
sions to Empire segments in which 
‘rising nationalistic feelings offer 
the alternatives of full freedom or 
possible revolt. 

One Empire official has said 
that leaving Egypt would have a 
“disintegrating effect’ on the 
whole Empire and Commonwealth. 
Winston Churchill angrily told the 
House of Commons that the flanks 
of the Empire-linking Suez Canal 
were being “thrown away with 
great shame and folly.” 

But the Government appears to 
be following a policy adopted by 
G. D. H. Cole, one of Britain’s 
leading Socialist thinkers. 

Cole, in a pamphlet published 
last month, urged the Government 
to make “a clear-sighted accept- 
ance of the waning of British 
power.” 

A realistic foreign policy for 
the island nation, Cole said, means 
taking a long look at Britain’s

‘an alliance under 


world obligation and making “a 


conscious attempt to liquidate 
enough of them to leave the rest 
bearable and within our means 
and, no less, an attempt to share 
such of them as can be shared.” 

Parallel to that policy the Gov- 
ernment in less than five months 


has: 


Told India it can be indepen- 
dent; 

Proposed to uproot its 64-year- 
old military hold in Egypt; 

Offered three African mandates, 
allowed it by the League of Na- 
tions, to the United Nations; 

Given independence to Transjor- 
dan, another mandate; 

Called on the United States to 
share the problem of Palestine. 

But in almost every instance, the 
ties of trade and of military al- 
liances still would remain usefully 
strong. 

For instance, a condition for get- 
ting out of Egypt is agreement on 
which Egypt 
would have the job of keeping 
up air, naval and military bases 
so Britain would have facilities in 
war. 

Britain also has urged India to 
remain within the Empire frame- 
wrok by becoming a Dominion. 
But even if India elects full in- 


Irish Eyes Are Weeping

McCaughey, 32, Irish Republican 


Army “Adjutant General,” died 
early Saturday morning in the 
twenty-third day of his fast until 
Geath or release from a sentence 
to life imprisonment. Police took 
precautions against any demonstra- 
tion in Dublin, where McCaugh- 
eys partisans regard him as a 
martyr. 

In Belfast, David Fleming, an- 
other member of the outlawed 
force, continued for the fiftieth 
day his hunger strike protesting 
treatment of political prisoners. 
Except for a four-day break in 
mid-April, he has not swallowed 
food or drink since mid-March.

GREENOC Scotland, May 11. 
(UP)—Princess Elizabeth will com- 
mission the Vanguard, Britain’s 
newest and mightiest battleship,

old when Queen Elizabeth’s ships 
sailed out to meet the Spanish 
Armada. 

The “bidding” ritual that will be 
used in the Vanguard’s commis- 
sioning was found in a prayer 
book dated 1568 and apparently 
went back to the beginning of the 
16th century.

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Mauthausen 
Defendants 
Found Guilty 


DACHAU, Germany, May 11— 
(UP)—All 61 defendants in the 
Mauthausen Concentration Camp 
trials were found guilty by an 
American Military Court Satur- 
day of complicity in the murders 
of 165,000 to 1,500,000 persons, 
who perished by such diverse 
methods as being thrown into ce- 
ment mixers and fed to starving 
dogs. 

The sentences of the defendants, 
all of whom pleaded not guilty, 
will be pronounced Monday. 

It was impossible for the prose- 
cution to estimate more exactly 
the number who died under “a 
“planned scheme of extermina- 
tion” at Mauthausen because 
bodies were burned and records 
were not kept. 

Lt. Cmdr. Hedrick B. Taylor, of 
Santa Monica, Cal., had testified 
that inmates were put to death by 
gassing, hanging, shooting, beat- 
ing, electrocution, being thrown 
into concrete mixers, thrust under 
scalding showers and lashed until 
the blisters burst, being thrown to 
ravenous dogs, by having red-hot 
pokers thrust down their throats, 
be Yeing kicked or burned in the 
genitals, and drowning by having 
a water hose jammed down their 
throats. 


Chinese Battlers 
In Shantung Area 
Agree on Truce 


NANKING, May 11—(4)—A 
truce in Shantung Province was 
announced officially Saturday, 
erasing the last center of Govern- 
ment-Communist conflict in China 
proper and leaving only Manchuria 
embroiled in hostilities. 

The official Chinese Govern- 
ment Central News Agency said 
the truce was signed in Tsinan, 
capital of the seaboard province 
where Communist forces had been 
reported mounting new attacks 
earlier this week. 

Only Friday Government and 
Communist negotiators arranged a 
cease-fire agreement for the Cen- 
tral China trouble zone of Honan 
and Hupeh Provinces. 

Central News reported that the 
Shantung agreement called for im- 
mediate cessation of fighting and 
troop movements. The Govern- 
ment said three of its regiments 
had suffered heavy casualties in 
three months of fighting. 

Eruption of fighting in the three 
provinces had sidetracked efforts 
to halt the trouble in Manchuria. 
Manchurian discussions presum- 
ably will be resumed, with Gen. 
Marshall as mediator. 

An official Government state- 
ment asserted that the Govern- 
ment lost 7,000 men in killed, 
wounded and missing in the battle 
of Changchun alone, when strong 
Communist forces captured the 
Manchuria capital April 1 18,

The Navy announced that the 
Coast Guard cutter Duane depart- 
ed at 7 p. m. from Argentia, New- 
foundland, carrying one type of 
lung toward the Barry, which at 
that hour was 460 miles southeast 
of Argentia. However, the lung 
aboard the Duane operates on al- 
ternating current, so anether will 
be dispatched from New York as 
“insurance.” 

Shortly after the Duane set out 
from Argentina on its errand of 
mercy, an Army C-54 transport 
plane from Westover Field, Mass., 
flew to Floyd Bennett Field, New 
York City, to pick up a second 
lung provided by Halloran Army 
Hospital. 

The New York lung, weighing 
900 pounds, will be flown to Ar- 
gentia and placed aboard a sur- 
face vessel which will sail imme- 
diately to meet the Barry. The 
second lung is expected to prove 
adequate should the first one have 
the wrong electrical equipment. 

The Barry is due to arrive in 
New, York at noon next Tuesday.

Pauley Mission To Sever Japanese 
From Industrialization of Far East 


TOKYO, May 11—(4)—Repara- 
tions Commissioner Edwin W. 
Pauley informed Gen. MacArthur 
Saturday that his mission aimed to 
promote a new economic balance 
in Asia purged of Japanese con- 
trol. 

Pauley handed the Supreme 
Commander a letter, written on 
White House stationery but signed 
by himself, summarizing the objec- 
tives of the reparations mission 
as an effort to “aid in the estab- 
lishment of a peaceful, prosperous 
economic balance in Asia by sev- 
erance of tributary ties between 
Japan and the areas she conquered 
and by reintegration of the eco- 
nomics of those areas.” 


In line with these objectives, the 
letter explained, the mission aim- 
ed to determine how completely 
Japan industrialized Korea and 
Manchuria, how such industry was 
correlated with Japanese home in- 
dustry, and what Japanese installa- 
tions in those territories were 
available for reparations. 


The letter stressed that it was 
United States’ policy to leave in 
China, Manchuria and Korea all 
Japanese assets found there, for 
the settlement of reparations ac- 
counts in those countries.

The letter emphasized that in 
recommending removal of equip 
ment from Japan “maximum con- 


sideration shall be given to the in- 
tegration of economic development 
in Greater China, Korea, the Phil- 
ippines and other countries victim- 
ized by Japanese aggression.” 

In a statement issued earlier Sat- 
urday, Pauley said the reparations 
program for Japan would not re 
duce that nation’s productive ca- 
pacity below the 1933 level. There 
will remain, he asserted, “suffi- 
cient capacity to make the things 
necessary for civilian require 
ments.”

Finances 


You people of Georgia have a 
right to know where a candidate 
in this campaign proposes to get 
the money to carry out his cam- 
paign promises, You are the stock- 
holders in the State. of Geergia— 
you are the actual owners of the 
State. You have a right to know 
how a candidate proposes to spend 
your tax money. 

These are not popular questions 
in a campaign. A candidate does 
not like to answer them. However, 
this is your State. You; and you 
alone, pay the bills. You get noth- 
ing free from the State govern- 
ment. You are entitled to an 
answer, and | think you should 
demand an answer so loudly and 
so often that no candidate can 
escape giving a direct reply. 

As for me, I stand where I have 
always stood. I will see that the 
State lives within its income. I 
will not permit the creation of a 
State debt during my term as 
Governor.

taxes during my administration 
unless they have been approved 
by you—the people who will have 
to pay the bill. 


Farmers 

As Governor, I shall devote 
both time and effort to solving 
Georgia's basic economic problem. 
That problem is how to increase 
the average income of Georgia 
citizens and thus raise our stan- 
dard of living. The most obvious 
way to start is by securing more 
profitable prices for farm prod- 
ucts. Prices now are too low be- 
cause they do not leave the farmer 
himself a fair profit after he has 
paid for labor and material. I 
know that raising price levels 
cannot be accomplished by the 
State government alone. It will 
require certain Federal legisla- 
tion. I will employ every means 
available to the Governor’s office 
to secure the passage through 
Congress of legislation which will

Roads 


The State can assi:' in the full 
development of Georgia’s agricul- 
tural program in several ways. 
The most important contribution 
is top priority for rural road de- 
velopment. Roads are the life lines 
of our economy. We have now 
reached the point in our highway 
program where priority must be 
given to rural roads—all-weather 
roads to stay out of the mud— 
not to arterial highways. Rural 
roads are necessary to get farm 
products to market and to get 
children to school. I plan a road 
program to guarantee that all 
roads built during the next four 
years will be equitably distribut- 
ed among the counties. These 
roads will be built to serve the 
greatest possible number of peo- 
pl» in each county. Every dollar 
allocated to the roadbuilding pro- 
gram will be spent honestly and 
wisely. Waste, extravagance and 
corruption will be kept out of the 
Highway Department. Money will 
go on roads; not into the pockets 
of conniving politicians and those 
whom they support and feed 
from the taxpayers’ dollars. 


Markets 


The second contribution the 
State can make to the agricultural 


‘program is the development of 
more adequate marketing facili- 
ties. These facilitigs can, in many 
instances, be .provided by private 
capital, with. proper encourage- 
ment from the State. State-owned 
farm markets can be ¢nlarged and 
new ones provided. It is my pur- 
pose to work with local people to 
secure local money throughout the 
various counties of Georgia and 
assist in the establishment of 
strategically located, privately op- 
erated, State-inspected farm prod- 
uct markets. 

We must also operate our own 
plants for the processing of raw 
commodities. Too long have we 
'shipped them to other sections for 
processing, paying freight both 
ways, and giving the other fellow 
all the profits. Present storage is 
wholly inadequate. The State must 
encourage the building of grain 
‘elevators, tobacco drying plants, 
‘quick freezing and dehydration 
plants for preserving our farm 
products and preparing them for 
market. More canning and pre- 
serving plants must be established. 
| All these things are essential if 
‘the agricultural program of Geor- 
| gia is to go forward. They can be 
established by private enterprise, 
‘with proper assistance and guid- 
ance from the State Government 
working in conjunction with the 
Federal Government. 


Industry 


The development of our agri- 
cultural program alone will not 
entirely answer Georgia’s eco- 
nomic problem. We must have 
more industries to provide more 
jobs, with better pay for our peo- 
ple.

ple profitably on the farm. A 
surplus of manpower can best be 
used in the development of new 
industry in Georgia. The majority 
of these new industries should and 
can be locally owned and locally 
managed. They should be devel- 
oped mainly to use our own nat- 
ural resources. 

The development of an indus- 
trial program in Georgia requires 
a knowledge of the problems 
which will arise concerning capi- 
tal, industry and labor. I believe 
my experience qualifies me to lead 
Georgia in such development. 

Few, if any, investors are going 
to put their money into a new 
business if the State is dominated 
by a group of wornout politicians 
who constantly hold the State up 
to ridicule throughout the entire 
Nation, and who constantly cause 
unrest by stirring up racial and 
class hatreds. Industry can and 
will be developed only if Georgia 
has a Governor who operates the 
State on a sound financial basis 
and sees that everyone receives a 
square deal. The performance of 
workers at the Bell Bomber Plant 
during the war demonstrated that 
Georgians have all the skill and 
knowledge and know-how to op- 
erate any industrial undertaking 
successfully.

Karen, Gladys’ daughter by Green- 
wald, to quiet her when she pro- 
tested. Two of his own children 
were asleep in the car at the 
time, Gilbert told Hart. 


Date of the slaying and other 
details were not established im- 
mediately. Hart said Gilbert was 
under intensive questioning. 

The Sheriff said Gilbert was 
traced through a picture in a tiny 
locket around the dead woman’s 
throat and arrested at the trailer 
camp Sunday.

All I can say is, 
the situation is utterly disgraceful. And all baseball fans feel 
the same way I do about it.” 

The reporter wasn’t too sure about that last statement and 
wondered how a vote on the issue would go. But as he left the 
ball park he couldn't help feéling some of this fan’s overpowering 
admiration for the Crackers. After all, the Noble Lads played great 
baseball during their home stand just closed. They could be headed 
for their 12th pennant and their sixth during the past 11 years. 

Who is the greatest pitcher in 


Baseball's Top Pitcher baseball? Offhand, that might be 


@ question to stump the experts, whatever they are, but a careful 
glance at the cold, revealing figures provides one overpowering 
answer—Spud Chandler. He is the star right-hander of the New 
York Yankees and some years ago he was in Georgia’s famous 
sophomore backfield of 1929, excelling as a punter and passer. 

There is very little about a ball player, other than his 
temperament, which is not brought out in the averages. And 
when you compare Spud Chandler with the rest of ’em, you 
get the answer. He is the most effective, the most consistent. 
It’s right there in the records. 

Already some of you perhaps have thought of Bullet Bob Feller, 
or Hal Newhouser, the great Detroit lefthander. Feller is certainly 
the most spectacular pitcher in baseball. Fans like a pitcher who 
strikes ‘em out just as they go for the slugger who belts a home 
run. Bob will be unbeatable one time, (take the other day when he 
hurled that no-hitter against the Yankees), but perhaps his next 
time out he'll be belted around quite a hit. 

Newhouser is undoubtedly baseball’s finest lefthander. He won 
25 and lost nine last year and is off with a bang this season, de- 
spite a slight arm injury. But even Hal, with a great catcher like 
Paul Richards to handle him, lacks the machine-like consistency of 
Chandler. whom Bill Dickey described the other day as having 
more stuff than there were signals for which to call. 

In 1943 Chandler won 20 games and lost four, allowing the phe- 
nomena! number of 1.67 runs per game, the game’s best record in 
a quarter of a cantury. His ERA was second best in 1942. 

After three years in the service of his country and now at 
the somewhat advanced pitching age of 36, Spud has come 
back to set the pace for all American League moundsmen, 
winning his first five games. And in those five games the 
Georgia boy has allowed a total of only three earned runs. 
No other pitcher can make that statement. 

Chandler simply does not have what criticis could describe as 
a “bad day.” He’s the nearest thing to perfection in the game.

TAKE IT FROM MAN WHO KNOWS 


Narcotic Addicts Dwindle 
To Mere Handful in City 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 
The unsavory business of “doping”—once as large and blood- 
thirsty in Atlanta as the illicit corn liquor traffic—has dwindled to 
almost nothing and within the next decade probably will disappear 


altogether. 
Take it from W. D. McGee, a 


city detective who for 24 years 
has worked hand-in-hand with 
agents of the Federal Narcotics 
Bureau to rid Atlanta of such un- 
fortunates. Walt McGee knows 
these addicts as no other man in 


Georgia does. He can readily call | 


their first names, their aliases and 
he is well posted on the methods 
of “dope” peddling. 

“Back in the early twenties 
there were at least 3,000 narcotics 
addicts walking the streets of At- 
lanta,” McGee declared. “All you 
had to do to make a case was 
stand around a corner for a while 
and grab up suspects. Nine out of 
10 would have narcotics in their 
pockets. 

“Now things are different. We 
have less than 100 addicts here 
now and most of them are ‘old- 
timers,’ who go up regularly for 
the ‘cure’ and come right back 


here to ‘get hooked’ all over 
again.” 
SMUGGLERS CHOKED OFF 
McGee’s explanation for the 
disappearance of addicts is simple. 
The Federal customs agents got 
wise several years ago to the 
methods smugglers were using to 
bring in morphine, cocaine, heroin 
and marijuana from Germany, 
Japan and Mexico. This govern- 
ment tightened down on customs 
regulations until the smugglers 
have been choked off. 


“The manufacturers of such 
drugs in this country have always 
co-operated with law enforcement 
officers by keeping a close tab on 
the distribution of their products,” 
McGee related. 

“About the only means dopsters 
have now of getting narcotics is 
through drug store burglaries and 
through prescriptions. 


“We have a few burglaries now 
and then and once in a while we 
find forged prescriptions. But the 
amount of narcotics in circulation

WILLING TO TAKE CURE 

McGee’s final reason for believ- 
ing that addicts soon will be 
cleared out entirely stems from 
the ‘cure’ imposed on regular 
dopsters by the Government. 
Some of the unfortunates go will- 
ingly to the Federal hospital for 
addicts at Lexington, Ky., McGee 
said, and others are sent there by 
the courts. 


Law enforcement officers also 


work up cases of forgery, bur- 


glary and other such violations 
against known addicts. These are 
sentenced through State courts to 
the Georgia prison at Reidsville 
and there they must sweat out 
their cure period. 

The plight of many addicts is 
pitiful, McGee said. He recalled 
the case of an ‘old-timer’—one of 
the first men he arrested when 
assigned to the Narcotics Bureau 
24 years ago.

A phy- 
sician, unaware that he was deal- 
ing with a former addict, adminis- 
tered a narcotic to lessen the pain. 
‘ From there, Dugie Dan rapidly 
slid back into his old habits of 
doping, : 

“He called me one time after 
that,” McGee related, “and told 
me he was doping again. 

“TIT brought him into Federal 
Court and asked him how much 
time he thought would be neces- 


sary to completely break him of| 


the habit. He said he thought 
three years would do the trick 
and the judge sentenced him to 
serve three years. 


“He said before leaving the 
courtroom that he either would 
quit this time or die. 


“Four or five years later, Dugie 
Dan called up the Federal Nar- 
cotics Bureau in Tallahassee, Fla., 
and told the agent in charge that 
he was back on dope and re- 
quested that a sister living near 
Atlanta be notified if anything 
happened to him. 

“The next day the Narcotics 
Bureau had another call from the 
rooming house where Dugie Dan 
was living. They went to investi- 
gate and found him dead.” 

This case history is typical of 
the “old-timers,” McGee said. 

Once the desire for narcotics 
is instilled into the system, very 
few have the willpower to over- 
come it. Some are cured for a 
time, but most of the old regu- 
lars—like Dugie Dan—eventually 
fall by the wayside. 

Morphine addicts are mild and 
pleasant while on a jag and are 
dangerous only when out of the 
drug, McGee said. He explained 
that cocaine and heroin addicts 
are wild when drunk. 

Marijuana disappeared from At- 
lanta soon after 1935, when a 
State law was passed prohibiting 
cultivation or possession of the 
weed. A similar Federal law was 
enacted two years later. 

McGee was largely responsible 
for passage of the State law. He 
discovered two fields of mari- 
juana growing in the city limits 
of Atlanta and unearthed a host 
of “smokers,” including several 
teen-aged boys.

Was a fateful moment in Ameri- 
ca’s history. 


Because, regardless of your 
views on labor and capital, you're 
going to get used to those three 
new letters the CIO has added to 
its official family. The CIO-PAC, 
they say, is here to stay. 


It was not a spur-of-the-moment 
match, but the cynical say it was 
undoubtedly a case of love at first 
sight. They say the allure of poli- 
tics for labor, and vice versa, be- 
gan when Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt was amid his first term as 
President and was gazing into his 
future. The American Federation 
of Labor, then plodding along in 
its sixtieth year, was made up of 
more than 100 loosely knit unions, 
and they were notably indepen- 
dent of spirit. 

FDR’S REPORTED PART 

The story is that Roosevelt per- 
suaded John L. Lewis, Sidney 
Hillman, David Dubinsky and 
Philip Murray, all powerful AFL 
leaders, who headed that organi- 
zation’s Committee on Industrial 
Organization, to sew up their mem- 
ship of unskilled laborers to sup- 
port him for his second term. Pres. 
Bill Green dissented. 

Whatever the facts, the Commit- 
tee was later noisily separated 
from the American Federation of 
Labor at its convention in 1936 and 
became, overnight, a formidable 
force of 350,000 mavericks who 
made headlines and contracts on 
every turn. 

The CIO was at Roosevelt’s side 
from that day on. He helped 
them, they say, and they helped 
him. 

PAC’s BIRTH 

Their mutual devotion was such 
that when John L. Lewis, their 
bush-browed President, broke 
with FDR before the 1944 cam- 
paign and scrambled off with his 
mine workers and recently back 
to the AFL homestead, the CIO 
announced the formation of a Po- 

itical Action Committee headed 
by Sidney Hillman. This was or- 
ganized for the express purpose of

putting their man back in_ the 
White House. 

Charles Gillman, Regional CIO 
Director, with headquarters in At- 
lanta, says he doesn’t believe 
Roosevelt would have made it in 
1944 without them. 

In fact, though Gillman smiles 
at the suggestion, the day may 
come when nobody can get elected 
without organized labor’s support. 
There are 6,500,000 CIO and 7,000,- 
000 AFL followers now, Those 13,- 
000,000 men and women control, 
they figure, about three votes 
apiece, considering their families 
and friends. That, in round figures, 
adds up to about 39,000,000 solid 
votes. 

Moreover, neither union is 
asleep. In the South, both CIO and 
AFL have their trigger fingers 
ready, aimed at a hypothetical 
million new members, who, they 
say, are eager for organization, 
They will all be old enough to 
register and vote. And the South 
isn’t the only green pasture in the 
Union, 

Of course, it will take a goodly 
amount of oil to smooth the 
troubled waters separating the 
AFL craftsmen and the CIO 
masses. Right now, for instance, 
you can be pretty sure they'll vote 
against each other just for spite. 

For instance, the CIO-PAC has 
announced a pogrom to purge 
Sen. Kenneth S. McKellar, of 
Tennessee, the Senate’s presiding 
officer, and Congressman Stephan 
Pace, of Florida, in the 1946 
elections, 

George L. Googe, AFL’s Region- 
al Director in Atlanta, recently an- 
nounced his groups will support 
Sen. McKellar. He made a speech 
last week in Nashville in the Sena- 
tor’s favor. 

GOOGE FOR McKELLAR 

“Senator McKellar,” observed 
C ooge, “is the most powerful man 
in Tennessee. We want him on our 
side.” 

At this point, the AFL is likely 
to bargain on the old Samuel 
Gompers theory. Half a_ loaf, 
Gompers believed, was better than 
none. The CIO, Gillman said, ac- 
cepts no compromise. Either you 
are for labor or you are not. It’s 
all on the record. 


The PAC set-up is uncomplicat- 
ed. The nation is divided into re- 
gions, the regions into states. The 
states are divided into local unions. 
Gillman is PAC Regional Chair- 
man for the Atlanta area. Bob 
Hodges is State Chairman. The 
other leaders are George Guest, of 
the Automobile Workers, and 
Grover Hathway of the packing 
house group. 

PAC’s METHODS 

They meet as often as necessary. 
They study records, discuss pro- 
grams. They take a poll of senti- 
ment in a joint meeting of local 
unions. Upon reaching a decision, 
Gillman sends a letter to the mem- 
bership, suggesting the support of 
the chosen candidate. 

Long before the letter is written, 
the machinery is all set for voting. 
Workers are apprised of the forth- 
coming race. Car pools are formed 
and arrangements made for getting 
the workers to the polls. 


That letter, carefully worded in 
a democratic way, usually does the 
trick. There are 60,000 CIO mem- 


bers in Georgia who wait to see fe! 


what it will say. 

Gillman says no candidate can 
develop a sudden fondness for la- 
bor. “We don’t make deals,” he 
says, “we inspect records, and then 
write our members.” 


PROUD OF AIDING MANKIN 


In Atlanta, Gillman says, the CIO 
is proud it had a hand in electing 
Rep. Helen Douglas Mankin, 
though he says she did not ap- 
proach them for help. 

Each State in America has its 
CIO-PAC. 

Nationally, the CIO keeps a 
Legislative Committee busy in 
Washington studying laws and pre- 
paring the substance of needed la- 
bor legislation. Working at its side 
is the Educational Research De- 
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partment, which writes pamphlets 
to pass out to the workers through 
their local groups. 
The first act of CIO as a force, 
illman says, was to go to bat for 
the Social Security Law. Since 
then, every pro-labor act has had 
its approval and virulent support. 

The AFL says it doesn’t indorse 
candidates. It publishes records, 
urges votes for labor’s friends, and 
against its enemies. It, too, supports 
a Legislative Committee in Wash- 
ington which understands the art 
of lobbyists’ pressure. The entire 
National Labor Relations Act is 
claimed by the AFL as its great 
contribution to legalizing collec 
tive bargaining. 

The two unions, both playing for 
new Southern strength, make very 


‘loud noises berating each other. 


But John L. Lewis, late of the 
CIO, seems to fit like a mailed 
glove on the AFL. 


TOPMEN DIFFER, PICKETS AGREE 


Divided Unions Strive 
For Common Cause 


If you met him on a picket line, you couldn’t tell the difference 


between a CIO worker and an AFL man. 


You could talk a long 


time to either one and never figure out just where their party lines 
begin to veer off in opposite directions. 


But to tell a CIO or an 
officer that they look like kissin’ 
kin creates the same indignant 
explosion the folks must have 
faced the time they suggested the 
bivouacs of the Grand Army of 
the Republic with Lee’s aging lieu- 
tenants. It’s like proposing that 
Rivers’ campaigners move _ into 
Talmadge’s camp to save expenses, 
and almost as radical as if you 
suggested the Civitans merge with 
the Lions Club. The Lions Club, 
after all, does have a tail twister. 


For three things keep the AFL 
and the CIO from joining in one 
great labor union. They are a 
sense of color, a sense of claustro- 
phobia, and a ‘complete set of union 
officers, who do not like to think 
of being unemployed. 


The AFL, everybody knows, 
sees red when you mention its 
working brethren in the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations. They 
point to Communists Harry 
Bridges, of the Longshoremen and 
Warehouse Men’s Union, to Joseph 
Curran, of the Maritime Workers, 
to Mike Quill, of the Transporta- 
tion workers, all presidents of 
their groups, and members of CIO 
President Philip Murray’s Execu- 
tive Council. They say they are 
extremely allergic to Communists, 


CIO SEES BARS

They all think of those big la- 
bor leaders at the top of both 
groups, who would have to duel 
it out for power should the CIO, 
like its first violent leader, John L. 
Lewis, find its way back to the 
parent body from which it sprang 
practically fullgrown and fighting. 


On the surface, the difference 
between the unions, now pawing 
the earth to get underway with 
their campaign for Dixie, is at 
once apparent. The AFL, since 
1881, has concentrated on organiz- 
ing the crafts individually. The 
electricians, the steam-fitters, the 
plumbers, the railroad workers, all 
these are joined together in na- 
tional unions. They have a com- 
mon commodity to barter when 
the days for contracting come 
around. 


The CIO does what it calls a 
“vertical” job with workers. They 
organize a whole plant, skilled 
and unskilled workers alike. They 
say it makes for facility in direc- 
tion, that it develops the kind of 
muscle it takes to negotiate good 
working conditions. They claim 
it has raised the standard of pay 
for unskilled workers wherever 
they have joined. 

The AFL, on the other hand, 
says the CIO has no monopoly 
on “vertical” organization. Many 
industries under AFL influence, 
they say, are organized on a plant- 
wide basis. Take the miners, for 
instance. They are AFL... and 
they are organized to a man, re 
gardless of crafts. 

The CIO, which has grown from 
350,000 to 6,025,000 members since 
it broke with AFL in 1935, says it 
has been a dynamic force, direct- 
ed by young, energetic men will- 
ing to slug it out on the line for 
the rights of their workers. They 
say they have led more successful 
strikes in their 10 years’ existence 
than the AFL has sponsored in 60. 

The AFL, with 7,000,000 mem- 
bers, says that is a dubious claim, 
and anyway, it adds, it isn’t true. 

The AFL, glancing sidewise at 
the currently truculent miners, 
and locally at the recently-com- 
pleted transit workers’ strike, 
shrugs eloquently. They are won- 
dering how much union life the 
nation’s public opinion will tol- 
erate. 


DIFFERENCE IN FINANCE 


There is a difference in union 
finance . but not much. The 
AFL initiation fees vary, officials 
say, from $1 to $100. Its dues 
fluctuate from 50 cents a quarter 
for musicians to $4 a month for 
iron workers, with benefits, like 
old-age pensions, sanitariums, 
strike pay, depending on the in- 
dividual union. The AFL hates 
the check-off, the system which 
provides for employers to deduct 
workers’ dues directly from pay 
checks. 

The CIO holds its initiation fee 
under $5, “except in an instance 
or two like the Marine Engineers, 
who exact $50 per initiate.” Its 
dues range as high as $1.50 per 
month for office and professional 
workers and go higher, perhaps, 
in “one or two isolated cases.” All 
moneys are divided between local 
unions and their international or 
national unions, with 5 cents per 
member being earmarked for gen- 
eral CIO expenses. The CIO pre- 
fers the system of dues checkoff 
in plants. It has insisted on the 
checkoff in contracts. 

Now, with both unions flexing 


. their biceps for a test of strength 


in the South, they know their 
great power lies in the political 
game as it can be played with 
organized mankind. Union poli- 
tics deserves a story in itself. 


No Bars to AFL 
Recognized in 
South--Green 


ASHEVILLE, N, C., May 11— 


(UP)—President William Green, of | 


the American Federation of Labor, 
said*Saturday night that resistance 
of employers to the union’s drive 
to recruit 1,000,000 Southern work- 
ers would “only redouble our ef- 
forts” and urged them to adopt a 
“realistic” attitude 
campaign. 

“Nothing can stop us,” Green | 
told delegates to the AFL’s South- | 
ern Labor Conference, “neither 
the opposition of reactionary man- 
agement nor the rivalry of the 
Communistic dual movement.” 

National Housing Administrator 
Wilson Wyatt told the delegates 
that only continued three-way co- 
operation between labor, business 
and government could accomplish 
the Administration’s goal of 2,700,- 
000 houses under the veterans’ 
housing program. Wyatt charged 
special interest groups and their 
lobbyists “professed to love the 
veterans but they loved specula- 
tive profits more.” He said they 
“nut fat profits ahead of homes for 
men returning from overseas.” 

There can no longer be “labor 
as usual, business as usual or gov- 
ernment as usual” until the hous- 
ing emergency has passed, Wyatt 
said. 

Wyatt urged the AFL—especial- 
ly in its building trades branches 
to increase its apprenticeship 
program “to see that enough work- 
ers are trained or recruited to 
build the houses when material 
becomes available.” 

To meet the need, Wyatt said, 
“we must more than triple the 
number of workers presently en- 
gaged in the building industry” 
by mid-1947. He estimated that 
2,150,000 workers would be needed 
at the program’s peak. 


U. 5. Must Help 
Economic Weak, 
Morse Tells AFL 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 11— 
(UP)—Sen. Wayne L. Morse, Re- 
publican, Oregon, said Saturday it 
is the duty of the Democratic 
form of Government to protect 
the economic weak from the eco- 
nomic strong. 

Morse, a former member of the 
War Labor Board, told delegates 
to an AFL Conference, however, 
that the job must be done “with- 
in the framework of a private 
profit economy.” Government con- 
trol of business must never be 
allowed to replace the system of 
private capital and profit, he said. 

Morse said the question of a 
fair deal for labor becames a 
matter for the average citizen and 
“there can be no true economic 
justice if there is exploitation of 
one class of workers at the ex- 
pense of another.” 

It took a nationwide coal strike, 
Morse said, to.make the public ap- 
preciate the importance of the 
miners’ work. “When you study 
the history of labor in mining 
you see that thousands of work- 
ers who are the economic weak 
have not had protection from the 
economic strong,” he added. 

Morse deplored the Senate-ap- 
proved minimum wage bill as an 
“emasculated bill and not a bill to 
protect decent living standards.” 

Too many Congressmen, he said, 
“are not willing to exercise inde- 
pendent judgment without think- 
ing of re-election.” 

Morse charged that Robert L. 
Wason, President of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, is 
“selling American businessmen 
short” through his opposition to 
social legislation.

The Council hires experts 
and negotiates with the unions on 
behalf of all its member com- 
panies. The San Francisco Em- 
ployers’ Council is the best known. 
Perhaps 20 smaller councils have 
been fermed, mostly in the West. 

Let’s take up the three cities 
and describe in more detail what 
is happening there. 

About a year ago the Mayor of 
Toledo appointed a committee of 
18 to study management-labor 
problems. It is called the Labor- 
|'Management- Citizens Committee 
(LMC Committee). 

There are six labor members, 
‘sic industry members and six 
| public members. The labor men 
.are CIO and AFL leaders. The 
| industry members are six of the 
'top industrialists in town. The 
| public members include Vice May- 
‘or Michael V. DiSalle, who acts as 
Chairman; a federal judge, a uni- 
versity dean, and three clergymen. 

These men met every two 
weeks for seven months and came 
up with an industrial relations 
charter for the city. 

On Feb. 13, the Toledo City 
Council adopted the charter unani- 
mously. It also passed an ordi- 
nance making the LMC Commit- 
tee permanent, providing money 
for its operations and giving it 
power to carry on fact-finding, 
mediation and arbitration when- 
ever requested by both parties to 
a dispute. 

Since labor and management 
leaders drew up this plan in the 
first place and are participating 
actively, there is powerful pres- 
sure On any company or union to 
submit its disputes to the LMC 
Committee.

The LMC Committee Charter 
now states six principles: 

1. Management acknowledges 
the right of employes to form un- 
ions without interference and to 
bargain collectively. At the same 
time those who bargain for the 
unions “recognize their duty to 
demonstrate leadership and re- 
sponsibility in keeping with the 
trust reposed in them.” 

2. Labor recognizes “the inher- 
ent right of management to direct 
the operations of the enterprise.” 
At the same time management 
recognizes its duty to demonstrate 
sponsibility it expects of the rep- 
the type of leadership and re- 
resentatives of labor under prin- 
ciple No. 1.” 


3. “Neither labor nor manage- | 
ment should discriminate against 
any employe because of race, creed 
or color.” 


4. “Management and labor agree 
that improvements in productive 
efficiency and technological ad- 
vances result in lower costs and 
selling prices and wider -markets 
for the products of industry, 
thereby making possible higher 
wages and a rising standard of liv- 
ing and increasing employment.” 

5. Management and labor real- 
ize that disagreements will arise 
and believe that the “damaging ef- 
fects” on the community should be 
lessened by joint discussion and by 
the voluntary use of the LMC 
Committee’s facilities. 


6. An educational program shall 
be organized to promote a better 


mutual understanding between 
“workers, stewards, 
cials, supervisors, 
managers.”

since the war years have not been 
normal. Perhaps the most severe 
tests are yet to come. At the end 
of 1939, after one year’s operation, 
the Council pointed proudly to 
“an almost strikeless city’’—to set- 
tlement of 160 disputes, the mak- 
ing of 106 contracts and services 
to 1,637 firms. 

Recently W. G. Storie, the Exec- 
utive Vice President, said about 
1000 agreements have been 
achieved since the Council was 
formed and innumerable “beefs” 
amicably settled. He said the 
membership now includes 2,200 
firms—a majority in the city and 
virtually all of big industry. 

“On the face of the record,” says 
Storie, “‘we think the Council has 
been more than successful. Of 
course, we don’t pretend that an 
employers’ council is a panacea 
for all industrial trouble. In cities 
dominated by one or two large in- 
dustries the set-up we have here 
would hardly be called for. Ours 
grew out of our own background 
and needs.” 

John O’Connell, Secretary of 
the San Francisco Labor Council 
(AFL), told a reporter recently: 
“We have to recognize that the 
employers have a right to an or- 
ganization like thé Council. We 
haven’t had very much difficulty 
with them. They’re pretty good at 
getting agreements, and they dis- 
cipline their own members about 
observing them, just as we do 
ours. They want peace, and s0 
do we.” 

Louis Goldblatt, 
Treasurer of the International 
Longshoremen’s Union (CIO), 
said: “If we have a pretty good 
record of industrial peace here, it

The operations of the Council 
are financed by its members, 
which are both unions and compa- 
nies. Richard P, Doherty, Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Council, 
Says the member companies em- 
ploy about 325,000 workers. 

Twelve men make up the Exec: 
utive Committee of the Councils, 
six from management and six 
from labor. 

The purpose of the Industrial 
Relations Council are: 

To promote industrial harmony 
by bringing labor and manage- 
ment closer together in frequent 
meetings; to carry on an educa- 
tional program in the community 
and to provide mediation and ar- 
bitration machinery for settling 
disputes. 

The San Francisco Employers’ 
Council was organized Dec, 8, 
1938. 

Though labor leaders are under- 
standably not bubbling over with 
enthusiasm for an organization 
that they look upon as “the en- 
emy” with a new face, nearly 
everyone agrees that the Employ- 
ers’ Council differs sharply from 
the old-time anti-union associa- 
tions that have fought unionism 
so bitterly in many American 
cities. 

The Council seems ‘o start from 
the premise that unions are “here 
to stay” and should be dealt with 
efficiently rather than destroyed. 

When the Council was orga- 
nized, Roger D. Lapham, now 
Mayor, then Chairman of the San 
Francisco Industrial Association, 
announced: 

“The Council seeks to promote 
sound industrial relations, found- 
ed upon a collective employer 
strength comparable to the collec- 
tive strength of organized labor. 
Such relatively equal strengths 
lead to mutual respect and to the 
making and keeping of fair work- 
ing agreements.”

UNO To Hear of Activities 
Of Franco in Latin America 


NEW YORK, May 1!1—(#)—The United Nations subcommittee 
investigating Franco Spain will receive documents within the next 
few days purporting to show that agents of the Franco regime have 


been active in Latin America. 
been active in Latin America. 
Mexican informants said Mexi- 


co would submit evidence next 


week that the Spanish Falange 
had engaged in “subversive activi- 
ties” in some Latin American 
countries. 


At the same time. Spanish Re- 
publican sources said representa- 
tives of the Spanish government- 
in-exile had received “important 
documents” on Falangist activities 
in the Western hemisphere and 
were at work on a memorandum 
for the subcommittee. 


U. 8, TO REPORT 


The VU, S. State Department is 
expected to present a comprehen- 
sive report to the committee 
“about the middle of the week” 
in response to the UNO request 
for information on Franco Spain, 
a U. S. spokesman said. 


It could not be learned whether 
this report would contain any evi- 
dence of Falangist activities in 
Latin America, but this was one 
of the points on which the subcom- 
mittee asked the United States for 
information. 


The spokesman indicated the 
VU. S. report would contain docu- 
ments intended to show that Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco col- 
laborated actively with the Axis 
powers during the war. Some of 
the.documents already have been 
published in the State Depart- 
ment’s white book on Spain, but 
the new report was expected to 
contain additional information. 


A Paris dispatch said Dr. Jose 
Giral, Premier of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment-in-exile, left Paris by 
plane Saturday afternoon with evi- 
dence to be submitted to the sub- 
committee. He was expected to 
arrive in New York Monday. 


The subcommittee announced 
Friday that it had concluded its 


time on the Iranian case, which 
resulted in a new walkout by 
Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko last Wednesday. No word 
has yet been received from Iran 
as to whether Russia has com- 
pleted the withdrawal of her 
troops from Iranian soil. 

This case will come up May 20, 
Or as soOn as a report is received 
from Iran in the event the report 
comes before that date. 


There was no immediate reac- 
tion on last night’s proposal by 
U. S. Delegate Edward R. Stet- 
tinius, Jr., that the Council hold 
up action on requests for UNO 
membership pending a study of 
qualifications and procedure by a 
subcommittee. 


The request, if approved, would 
block any early efforts for action 
on Albania’s application, the only 
one now on the agenda.

‘HORSE SENSE’ SAVES LIVES 


~ Follow Simple Rules 
While in Swimming 


The use of a little old-fashioned “horse sense” will go a long 
way toward cutting down the toll that will be taken by swimming 


accidents this summer. 

That was the warning sounded 
Saturday by Colquitt Clark, Di- 
rector of Physical Education for 
the Atlanta YMCA, who appealed 
to citizens to use their good judg: 
ment to enjoy the benefits of fun 
in the water without running the 


danger of getting into trouble. 

“By following a few simple, 
rules, people can avoid most of) 
the pitfalls that lead to swimming | 
difficulties. The most important 
of these is to use common, ordi-| 
nary horse sense, and not do) 
things in the water you would 
never think of doing on dry land,” 
Clark said. 

TEN COMMANDMENTS 

Mr. Clark gave the following | 
rules as the “Ten Command-| 
ments” of water-front safety | 
which, if followed, would mate-| 
rially reduce the 6,000-odd lives | 
lost each year through swimming | 
accidents: 

(1) Never go swimming alone. | 
Even a good swimmer can get into 
trouble. and if he is alone, there 
will be no one to aid him or go 
for help. 

(2) Never go swimming at an 
unguarded spot. The safest 
swimming places are beaches or 
pools adequately protected § by 
skilled life guards. The most dan- | 
gerous are docks, piers, river 
banks or other unguarded spots. 

(3) Newer dive into strange 

waters. You don’t know what is'| 
on the bottom, and might crack 
your head on hidden rocks, get) 
stuck in mud, or run into other 
dangers. Slip into strange water 
carefully, and explore it before 
doing any diving. 
(4) Don’t show off in the 
water. Many an innocent prank 
has had fatal results, particularly 
if in deep water or swift currents. 
Resides being dangerous, a show- | 
off is annoying to other swim-| 
mers, and spoils their fun. 

(5) Don’t attempt a rescue un- 
less you are a strong swimmer. 
Every year many lives are lost 
because weak swimmers’ noble} 
impulses overcome their discre-| 
tion. If you can’t swim, you'll do 
the most good by finding someone 
who can. Even if you are a good 
swimmer, don’t swim to a rescue 
if you can reach the victim with 
a boat, rope or pole. 

(6) If you have been exercising 
or working, be sure to cool off 
before plunging into cold water. | 
Cramps result from over-exertion |

Do your sprint- 
ing toward the shore, not away 
from it. 

(10) Know your limitations. 
Don’t try to swim across a lake 
or river just because someone 
A good rule is: When 
in doubt, don't do it.

The Atlanta Naval Air Station 
on July 1 will become an impor- | 
tant air reserve training center for 
the Navy, according to Capt. E. T. 
Neale, USN, the air station’s com-

Two, possibly three, air groups, 
made up of reserve pilots in the 
area, including South Carolina,

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 11—American Fed- 

eration of Labor bigwigs from here and there 

amen, will tell you that they, like the coal miners, 

don’t know much about what is going on in Brother John L., 
Lewis’ mind. 

But they think that the returning brother may be being just 
vague about what he wants out of the coal operators for more 
than wages or welfare. 

They think old Brother John is taking aim at his own child, 
the CIO, and trying to starve it into coming back to Papa. 

They point out that the steel workers’ union is about bankrupt 
and that its workers are broke. The long strike left them finan- 
cially groggy and now old John has them laid off again with no 
pay coming in. 

They will tell you, too, that. the automobile union had Brother 
John gnashing his store teeth in a frustrated rage by settling their 
strike. They, too, are out of work again, and they were pretty 
thin around the pocketbook region when their strike ended. The 
workers were touched for a special assessment for the organizing 
drive in the South. A great many persons forget that in addition 
to dues, union -members are subject to assessments. 


So, while the AFL is gloomy about the coal strike, and cheered 
up no end by the two weeks’ truce, they have a grudging sort of 
admiration for Brother John. It is an admiration tinged with fear. 
Brother John is a loner, as they say, and not even his own men 
know what he is thinking or planning. 


But they do think a part of his strategy is aimed at the CIO 
membership. They will pay through the nose to learn about Brother 
John, Even though he is back in the AFL, he can still throw them 
out of work by tossing the whole union membership of the nation 
about as if it were a lot of gymnasium dumbbells. 

It should be kept in mind that not only did John L. Lewis dis- 
play more power than any single man in the history of this country’s 
domestic economy, he also had about all of organized labor by the 
throat. About half the organized labor of the nation was out of a 
job on account of Brother John and the others were fixing, as they 
say, to be out of work and pay. 

And not all of the AFL bigwigs were comfortable about it. 


About the most startling story that I have been 
Love Feast able to ungover is that John L. Lewis and William 
Green, that well-known Baptist lay preacher, have smoked the pipe 
of peace and buried the war hatchets. 

Deacon William Green was the subject of many tirades by 
Brother Lewis, the most famous of them delivered at a time when 
there was another labor dispute and someone said it was a pity 
no one knew what was in the mind of William Green. 

“IT have examined the mind of William, and there is nothing 
in it,” said John L. Lewis. 

Now the erring brother is back in the fold and Brother Green 
is at peace.

I couldn’t believe it, but the boys in the back room have told me 
on their word of honor that not only has the pipe of peace been 
smoked, but John L. Lewis has given his word he does not desire 
to be President of the American Federation of Labor. 

That is news. And it has made the boys very happy. 

Now and then, though, I seem to see a shadow cross a face or 
so and I can read it. They are wondering if they have checked 
all possible loopholes in that pledge. It would be too bad if they 
woke up one morning to find that John L, had swallowed them all 
up and given to the cartoonists of the nation one single idea. It 
would show John L. Lewis as a whiskered cat, smiling and con- 
tented, sitting by an empty goldfish bowl labeled “AFL.” The tail 
of the goldfish would be seen just disappearing down the cat’s 
throat and a little arrow would point to it reading, ‘““William Green.”

If you want a big State job, you have two 
more weeks to run for one yourself. While inter- 
est has centered on the Governor's job and the 


newly created Lieutenant-Governor’s post, there are quite a few 
Statehouse jobs open. 
On the Supreme Court are three posts which will be open as of 


Dec. 31, 1946. The salary has been raised to $8,000. The three 
incumbents will run for re-election. They are Chief Justice R. C. 
Bell, of Thomasville, a veteran justice; Justice Grady Head, of 
Ringgold, a relatively new appointee, and Justice Tom Candler, 
of Blairsville, another relatively new appointee. 


On the Court of Appeals are two open posts, paying $8,000 each 
under the new salary schedule. Incumbents Hugh McIntyre, of 
Thomasville, and I. H. Sutton, of Clarkesville, are seeking re-elec- 
tion. 


Six Statehouse jobs paying $6,000 each are open. They are: 
Treasurer, Secretary of State, Comptroller General, Commissioner 
of Labor, Attorney General and State School Superintendent. 
Arlie Tucker, of Nashville, is opposing Incumbent Treasurer George 
Hamilton. Incumbent Ben Fortson, a new appointee, has qualified 
for re-election as Secretary of State, while Eugene Cook, @ rela- 
tively new appointee, is asking to be returned to his post of Attor- 
ney General. Incumbents Homer Parker and M. D, Collins have 
qualified for their contests of Comptroller General and State School 
Superintendent, respectively. For the office of Labor Commissioner, 
Harry Monroe, of Atlanta, is opposing Incumbept Ben T. Huiet. 


The position of Commissioner of Agriculture, which pays $5,000 
a year, is sought by two candidates, Jim Manning, of Walker County, 
and’ Incumbent Tom Linder, 


Only two posts in the Georgia Public Service Commission will 
be voted upon this year. Chairman Walter McDonald has quali- 
fied for re-election to his $5,900-a-vear job, while Incumbent Allen 
Chappell and Bill White, of Coweta County, former University of 
Georgia baseball coach, are vying for the other Commission seat, 
which calls for a salary of $5,400 a year. 


May 25 is the deadline for qualifying for these Statehouse jobs. 
The Lieutenant-Governorship, which has quite a few aspirants, 
pays only $2,000—it is a part-time job. The Governor's salary will 
be raised to $12,500, plus a home. 


Re orts A surprise candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, here- 
b tofore unmentioned in political speculation, probably 
will qualify this week. 

It is said that the Board of Regents haven't filled the Chancel- 
lor’s post yet because they still have hopes of persuading Gov.

shipment to the famine areas of 
Europe. 

More than two out of every 
three persons (67 percent). say 
that their families are cutting 
down on food consumption, in line 
with the campaign sponsored by 
the President’s Famine Emer- 
gency Committee. This compares 
with 60 percent in late April, and 
53 percent a month ago. 

About half of the total number 
polled think that the government 
is making satisfactory progress in 
the food campaign. Among those 
expressing a different view, opin- 
ion is about evenly divided as to 
whether the government has gone 
too far, or not far enough, in its 
steps to obtain food for Europe. 


Although Washington officials 
are trying to avoid a return to 
food rationing, the majority of 
Americans say they are ready to 
accept such a step if it-is needed 
to make more food available 
abroad.

Grant Upsets 
Alabama Politics 


CULLMAN, Ala—A shuck mop, a cedar 
water bucket, a hill-billy band and a pair of the 
largest feet ever to mount the stump in Alabama 
lisha Folsom, a vendor of burial insurance, into 
a run-off race for the governorship. As this is written, the day 
after the election, Folsom, who is six feet eight inches tall, with 
a voice to match, was leading Lt. Gov. Harry Ellis by some 11,000 
votes, seriously confounding the political seers who had figured him 
to finish no better than a far-back third in a five-men race. 


From a distance it may appear that the CIO-PAC blessing which 
Folsom enjoyed may have been a factor in the race; but folks on 
the scenesay it was the new twist that Folsom gave his campaign. 
Folks in Alabama for generations have been taking their politics 
raw as red meat, hot as a pistol and rough as acob. Big Jim, as the 
Cullman giant is naturally known, gave them some extra trimmings 
which bewitched them, much as ‘Pass the Biscuits Pappy” O’Dan- 
iel swayed the guitar-loving denizens of Texas and Gov. Jimmy 
Davis enraptured the music lovers of Louisiana. 


Only 37 years old and looking younger than that, his manner 
did as much to endear him to the people as what he stood for. Tow- 
ering over a prospective voter, he ‘vould seize him by the hand with 
a paw only slightly smaller and less crushing than the clam-shell 
scoop on a steam shovel, and looking him in the eye he would ask, 
“What’s your name?” with the naive simplicity of a child asking 
the same question. 


: Making six or seven speeches a day, 
Introduced Himself seeing and shaking hands with more 
folks than any other candidate in Alabama’s history, he would roar 
into a town with his hill-billy band playing furiously and immedi- 
ately mount the stump. He never let anybody introduce him. He 
would ‘ntroduce himself and then he would explain at some length 
that he had no headquarters except under the white semi-sombrero 
that he wore, and that his listeners, the people, were his only cam- 
paign managers. 


_ He would then launch into a solemn accusation, charging that 
his opponents were “goin’ up and down this State telling the biggest 
lie on me evah told on a man.” When his hearers were properly 
breathless, waiting with open mouths to hear what this mammoth 
falsehood could be, Jim would roar: 


“They are telling that ah wear a size 16 shoe. It’s a lie, boys. 
Ah nevah wo’ more’n a FIFTEEN AND A HALF IN MAH LIFE.” 

He would then lift one leg and wave a GI brogan, size 15%-B, 
over the heads of his nearer hearers, leading deaf oldsters in the 
rear of the crowd to assume that the speaker had unfortunately 
put his foot through the fiddle case belonging to the musician who 
slapped the bass. This gesture also gave him the chance to reveal 
that he wore no socks, another factor which endeared him to the 
electorate in some sections, many of whom wore no socks, either. 


Though he did strike an extremely popular note in his prom- 
ise to do away with the sales tax token—a small paper or plastic 
disc which annoyed Alabemans have to shell out with every pur- 
chase—while keeping the relatively painless tax itself, his main 
campaign theme was the age-old war-cry of “Turn the rascals out,” 
the rascals, naturally, being the incumbents of State offices in 
Montgomery. 


Passes the Bucket We": 2fter a good hour of impassioned 


oratory and guitar music he had his au- 
dience properly wrought up, he would come to his peroration. 
Seizing a shuck mop, a familiar household utensil in Alabama, he 
would wave it over the erowd, shouting: 


“Heahs mah mop, boys (Folsom’s Alabama accent is so thick 
it makes a Georgia drawl sound like a Yankee’s machine-gun 
sputter) that Ahm gonna clean ’em out with. Rut you know a man 
can’t clean a dirty place ‘less he’s got some sand and some suds. 
(Here he seizes the cedar bucket.) You gimme the sand and the 
= an’ Ah'll do the cleaning. Pass the bucket among mah friends, 

oys.” 

The bucket was passed while the Strawberry Pickers Band tore 
into Red River Valley or some other stirring melody, with Big 
Jim, mopping his brow, yelling from the platform that he didn’t 
want any one man to give him more than one or two dollars. 
Despite this plea the bucket came back dripping with folding 
money and heavy with silver—the only funds, Folsom claims, with 
which he has made his race. With the money all in and the hand- 
shaking over, Jim would then depart in a cloud of dust, his band 
ae ot of its “sacred” numbers, a tune called “Turn Your 

adio On.” 


From his antics on the platform and the engagingly amateurish 
nature of his campaign, it might be inferred that the 240-pound 
vote-snarer is a political neophyte who is actually as naive as he 
looks and acts. That is not quite true. Tomorrow we'll look 
briefly into the background of the man who may soon be as well 
known on the national political scene as many a great platform 
Thespian of the past.

Would-Be 
Authors, 
It Is Sad 


This is going to be an extremely 
discouraging report to most all of 
us who hope some day to get up 
something that can be put between 
covers, at great profit. The thought 
of money, fame, even literary teas, 
perishes. 

The killjoy is Miss Hazel] Carter, 
a junior editor of Prentice-Hall. 
Coming down to Atlanta for the 
Book Fair was a homecoming for 
her. She is the sister of Miss Jew- 
ell Carter, who lives at 1302 West 
Peachtree. 

We asked her what becomes of 
unsolicited manuscripts. She hap- 
pened to be an authority on this 
subject as these manuscripts first 
go to her desk. 

Our guess was that perhaps one 
out of 20 might be acceptable. 

Miss Carter said that with major 
publishing firms the figure is 
probably closer to one out of a 
thousand. 

Reassuringly, Miss Carter said 
that all manuscripts are read. The 
first 100 pages are perused with 
particular attention paid to style. 
The rest is read faster but not care- 
lessly. A reader of Miss Carter’s 
experience will finish an average 
length novel in about four hours. 

Miss Carter reports a strange 
and inexplicable practice among 
would-be authors. A great many 
of them enclose with their manu- 
scripts rejections slips from rival 
firms. A large number send along 
their pictures. 

Before a manuscript is accepted, 
generally at least five persons 
have read all or part of it. This is 
not true in the case of established 
writers. 

To those aspiring to be editors, 
Miss Carter’s background might be 
of interest, She is a graduate of 
Girls High and the University of 


Georgia Evening School. She took 


journalism courses at N. Y. U. and 
other New York institutions. 

She began as a secretary to an 
editor, She told him she wanted to 
become an editor. He permitted 
her to read manuscripts and criti- 
cize them. Her criticism and rec- 
ommendation on a manuscript 
about the care of infants was al- 
most identical with that of an edi- 
tor of a publication specializing in 
baby-raising. That, she believes, 
Was one reason she got got her 
chance as an editor. —l1, M.

A Blend of the Old and New

The famous Philadelphia Orchestra under Eugene Ormandy, its 
dynamic conductor, will be heard in concert at the Auditorium this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, under auspices cf the Atlanta Junior League. 


Ormandy will conduct a superb 
program of symphonic music that | 
will feature two great works of| 
the classical school and two of the 
modern. 

The program will open with | 
Concesto Grosso, No. 5, in D ma- 
jor, by Handel-Ormandy. A favor-. 
ite orchestral form of Handel’s 
era, the concerto grosso contrasts 
solo instruments (usually two solo 
violins and solo cello) with the 
entire orchestra. Handel's con- 
certi are modeled upon a set pat: | 
tern, opening with a slow move- 
ment, followed by an Allegro and 
an Adagio, in which the solo in- 
struments elaborate upon the prin- 
cipal themes, and a fugal Allegro 
that leads to the Finale. Concerto, 
' No. 5, is one of Handel’s finest 
and most famous. 

To many music lovers, Brahms’ 
monumental Fourth in E minor | 
is the queen of all symphonies. 
Structurally one of the most in- 
tricate, it is an architectural mas- 
terpiece of superb craftsmanship. 
Essentially tragic in character, it 
is exceptional in that it also ends 
tragically. Its granite strength, 
the beauty of its themes and the 
splendor of its orchestration can- 
not but impress and exalt even 
the untutored listener. 

PENSIVE MOOD 

The first movement, Allegro 
non troppo, which opens with the 
most tenuous and ingratiating of 
themes, is followed by an Andante 
which evokes a wistfully pensive 
twlight mood of indescribable en- 
chantmient. The third, Allegro 
giosoco, is an exuberant, scherzo- 
like movement, revealing in its 
boisterous vigor the peasant side 
of Brahms. | 

The Finale, Allegro energico e. 
passionato, is unique among all 
symphonic movements. A gigan- 
tic Passacaglia in triple time, it 
comprises thirty-one strict varia-

A wizard, who covets the hand 
of a beauteous princess, summons 
the spirits of earth, water and 
fire to provide him with a magic 
cup and a potion that will em- 
power him to compel her love 
and to destroy his enemies. His 
evil plans are thwarted by the 
Perfect Fool and his astute 
mother.

For Russians 


There must be a better under- 
standing between peoples if the 


world is to escape the terror of a 
‘third world ‘war, says Dr. James 
'H. Rushbrooke, President of the 
Baptist World Alliance who leaves | 
Atlanta tomorrow after a visit of 


several days, 

“T have been in Russia six or 
seven times,” declared Dr. Rush- 
brooke, “and I have never met a 
more kindly people than the Rus- 
sians. We need only to get togeth- 
er more as individuals and under- 
stand that each has nothing to 
fear at the hands of the other in 
order to achieve the permanent 
peace which can only be built on 
love and trust.” 


Dr. Rushbrooke, making his first

You remember the blue, orderly hills 
marching into the dormitory of night, 
and you driving from Cartersville to 
Chatsworth, the purple mass of the foot- 
hills of the Blue Ridge mountains on 
your right. 


You remember the dogwood in Spring, 
splashing the forests and the hills with 
its ghostly blossoms. You remember 
shrimp boats and the smell of them, 
the sound of pines and the wind in 
them and you sleeping in some hunting 
lodge deep in the piney woods. 


You can see the old dirt roads you 
know, that wind past old churches, and 
the white stones of their dead gathered 
close beside them; the sound of jingling 
harness on mules pulling a wagon along 
a sandy road; the sound of creaking 
saddles in a field trial gallery; of horse 
hoofs pulling out of wet, plowed earth; 
of the cry of handlers, “Point, judge! 
Point!” You remember the quick gal- 
lop, the splatter of hoofs across the 
fields, the sound and smell of sweating 
horses, and the dogs on point and the 
handlers saying, “Steady, girl. Whoa, 
girl.” And the dog frozen still by some 
instinct that stretches back through the 
centuries to the time when God made 
the first setter and pointer. 


There is no travel as dull and as hard 
as 12 long hours on an aircraft at night. 
And so you let the newsreel run in 
your memory. 


There is the automobile drive back 
from the coast, through the warm, rich 
flatness of the Coastal Plain, and the 
sky filled with blue and white. There 
is the far-inland sand line where once 
the sea had a beach and where a farmer 
once said, looking at his poor crops, 
“God put land here just to hide hell.” 
There is the beauty of the tableland and 
its hills and terraced fields; of the 
steady upgrade to the mountains and 
the land where the ghosts and legends 
of the Cherokees still live. 


You remember farm kitchens and the 
smell of black-eyed peas cooking; the 
rich, nut-flavored smell of hot corn- 
bread. 


“Georgia, Georgia,” you whisper to your- 
self in the plane flying home, clutching 
the memory close in the arms that hold 
the blanket about you. You think on, 
remembering the look of her yellow 
rivers rolling to the sea; her pines and 
hills; her towns and cities, her people. 
You realize you and its people love the 
state with an unreasoning passion, stub- 
born and hard of head about it; loving 
it and wanting only to know the way 
to make it a better state for themselves 
and their children and for generations 
to come; fretted by her poverty and the 
red earth of worn-out farms; harried

to come. 


You remember Atlanta, your town, and 
of how riding to work in the morning 
you can see the tall buildings of the 
city’s center standing high on a hill, 
the myriad windows catching the sun, 
blazing, shimmering with reflected fire. 
So you sit there in the cold plane, 
pressing a nose against the icy glass 
of the window, seeing only the dark- 
ness. It is hours yet before you will 
be home. But the mind is there. 


You remember the road and-the pines 
outside Chungking, China, that remind- 
ed you of a dirt road in Bleckley 
County. You remember, lying in a 
narrow, hard bed in shattered Lenin- 
grad, Russia, how the sad song of a 
woman scrubbing a floor in the hall- 
way outside made you think of a funeral 
song in a small white church in the 
country from Cusseta, Georgia. 


The reel runs on and you remember 
looking from the window of a compart- 
ment of a train in Turkey and seeing 
a small station in the light, frosty snow 
and you find yourself thinking, “This 
reminds me, somehow, of a railway 
station in North Georgia.” 


And that time, riding from Sydney to 
Canberra, Australia, when you sat up 
straight and said, “This looks like the 
Dixie Highway on that stretch through 
the hills between Dalton and the state 
line into Tennessee, back home in 
Georgia.”

Always, there was something of Geor- 
gia, a face, a memory, the sound of a 
voice, a hill, a stretch of road, a lake 
or a bit of the sea, wherever you went 
in the wide, far world. 


But, at last, the plane brings you to 
earth and you get into another and 
soon it is day and South Carolina lies 
below and finally there is Georgia.

HE AVERAGE Georgia veteran 
—the average Southern veteran, 
in fact, if he be a man of any sen- 

sitivity, has come home from the wars 
a little hurt and angry. 


In the service he learned to his pained 
surprise that his companions from states 
beyond the ‘South bore in their minds 
a picture of his homeland that was, to 
put it rather mildly, brutally uncom- 
plimentary. 


When he told them he was from Georgia, 
he was startled to learn that they didn’t 
see him as he stood there in his uniform, 
looking, acting, thinking and speaking 
much as they. They saw him as they 
conceived him to be in civilian life. A 
semi-literate. A barefoot lout in one- 
gallus overalls, fed on fat-back and 
cornpone. They pictured in their minds 
his home as having been a crumbling 
columned ruin in a shabby town or an 
unpainted shack beside a gullied road. 
They thought of him as being shiftless— 
mentally sluggish and physically lazy. 
And in biting argument they often 
charged him with being content in his 
poverty, happy in shiftlessness, so de- 
void of ambition and imagination as to 
be able to conceive of no other way of 
life. 


If he angrily defended himself and his 
homeland, as he sometimes did to the 
point of blows, they attributed his re- 
monstrance to another quality in him 
they found unpleasing—a fiery Southern 
temper, a sensitive, touchy sectional 
pride. If, in all tolerance and good 
humor, he tried to argue that their con- 
ception of the South was warped and 
exaggerated, blacker than reality, based 
on half-knowledge, they didn’t believe 
him. If by his actions he proved him- 
self to be intelligent, capable, and ener- 
getic, they then put him down as un- 
typical of his region, and assumed that 
he was only waiting the end of the war 
to escape from the South to fields where 
his talents might find expression. Out 
of his loyalty to his birthplace the Geor- 
gian argued as best he could against 
their prejudices. The weakness in his 
stand, though, was a fundamental one. 
No matter if the Midwesterner, the New 
Englander, the Californian, did carry in 
his mind a caricature instead of a true 
portrait—a scene not from reality but 
from Tobacco Road—his conception of 
the South and the Southerner, of Geor- 
gia and a Georgian, was founded on 
basic truth. 


The Georgian—and I speak of averages 
now—WAS less well educated than the 
average man from states beyond the 
South. He had, in truth, all his life 
eaten less well, dressed less well, re- 
ceived less medical and dental care, lived 


more meagerly in a shabbier home than 
they. That sad fact was on the books, 
undeniable. 


But the great error made by the many 
from beyond the South is their belief that 
the Georgian was content that this 
should forever be so. He has not been 
content, as the record of Georgia’s slow 
but steady progress will attest. 


Now, he is even less content than he 
ever has been. He knew his state was 
far behind, but he did not know how far 
until he got out and saw other states, 
other towns, other cities, until he talked 
to other men. As I said before, he is 
coming home more than a little hurt 
and angry. He is coming home at the 
same time, I think, hopeful and deter- 
mined. Old discontents heretofore only 
vaguely felt have crystallized now into 
resolution. 


I may be speaking out of wishful think- 
ing, but I believe that the veteran re- 
turned is going to insist that the schools 
his children will attend shall be better 
schools. the teachers better trained and 
better paid. I think he is going to insist 
that his home town shall be cleaner and 
brighter, with a closer sense of com- 
munity interest. with a sharper sense 
of community pride. 


I think he is going to do all he can to 
hasten the agricultural revolution now 
under way—the beef cattle industry, the 
dairy industry, the chicken industry, the 
growing multiplicity of cash crops other 
than cotton. I think he is going to strive 
to develop in his home regions all types 
of home-owned industry. utilizing the 
native raw materials and converting 
them into finished products with a high 
“value-added” ratio. I think he is go- 
ing to further in any way he can the 
faster demise of the tenant system 
which has seen Georgia’s fields grow 
poorer through erosion, her farm homes 
grow shabbier through lack of care year 
by year. I believe he will speed all he 
can the slow but steady progress of soil 
conservation, the timber protection and 
reforestation. 


I think he is going to do his best to 
silence those old angry voices preaching 
regional hate. I think he is going to 
try to eliminate those other voices which 
have given the state a bad name—the 
plays and books exploiting our shameful 
aspects for commercial gain, and those 
sincere and well-meant editorials which 
hold up our flaws to the light. He will 
eliminate them not by censorship, but 
by rooting out, slowly and steadily over 
the years, the evils which they dramatize. 


I may be wrong, may even be writing 
moonshine born of baseless hopeful-

ness. The returning veteran this time 
may do as half of his number did after 
the first World War—come home only 
long enough to kiss his folks good-bye 
before he left forever for greener fields. 
I hope he won’t. I don’t believe he will. 
I think he is going to stay and find, or 


make, his own bright opportunity here. 
If he does, the finest thing that ever 
happened to him or to Georgia was his 
going into the service, where people 
from other states hurt his feelings, and 
made him mad, and spurred his reso- 
lution.

Year to the Progress of Our State 


HE expansion of Georgia’s manu- 

facturing industries is the pri- 

mary cause of the state’s eco- 
nomic progress during the past decade 
and a half. 

Georgia had a six-fold increase in 
the value of manufacturing output be- 
tween 1899 and 1929, but this was little 
more than that for the nation as a 
whole. In 1945, however, Georgia's 
manufacturing output, at about 2 bil- 
lion dollars, was triple the 1929 level, 
while national value of output only 
doubled in the same period. This rela- 
tive gain in manufacturing, by no 


means confined only to the war years, 
largely explains why Georgia has 
steadily increased its share of the total 
national income from 1.16% in 1929 to 
1.29% in 1940 and to 1.50% in 1945. 

In 1945, Georgians received nearly 
50% more spendable income from 
manufacturing payrolls and profits than 
from agricultural payrolls and profits. 
This is in sharp contrast to the situa- 
tion which existed in 1929 and earlier 
years. 

But, despite its tremendous growth 
and its increasing diversification, Geor- 
gia’s manufacturing remains too con- 
centrated, with more than 40% of its 
factory employment still accounted for 
by textile mills. Georgia needs more 
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diversification, and it especially needs 
more plans which can process goods to 
their finished form, rather than ship- 
ping semi-finished manufactures to 
other states, which obtain the benefits 
of further payrolls and profits. 

Recent trends along these very lines 
augur well for Georgia’s future. The 
Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board has published a list of over 
300 new or expanded businesses which 
have been announced in Georgia since 
late in 1944. They include food, furni- 
ture and other wood products, ceramic 
products, automobile assembly and 
other metal working, apparel, chemical, 
paper and pulp, naval stores and pea- 
nut shelling plants. Georgia’s already 
large capacity for pulp and paper is 
being augmented by huge mills at 
Macon and Savannah and the great ex- 
pansion of automobile assembly will 
provide a minimum annual payroll of 
about $20,000,000 in the Atlanta area 
alone. 

Georgia’s manufacturing promises. to 
continue in the vanguard of the state’s 
steady progress.

DUMMY He 


Explosions are his business, 
stopping oil-well fires his 
specialty. Nice work — but you 
can make a mistake only once! 


R. ForpD ALEXANDER drew his car to a 
M stop in a lonely little canyon near Los 
Angeles, got out his box of shooting tools and 
walked up to a couple of young engineers 
waiting beside a small wall safe. 

“Really want me to try to open it?’ he 
asked. 

“That’s what we’re paying you for.” 

All during the war, while working in a 
defense plant, the young engineers had spent 
their spare time perfecting the safe. Already 
it had passed several tests. Fire had failed 
to warp its heavy steel sides. The best lock- 
smiths in Los Angeles had failed to open the 
lock. Drills made from the best tool steel had 
left only scratches. This was the final test, and 
the young engineers were full of confidence. 

Mr. Alexander dropped to his knees, took 
a small vial of yellowish, harmless-looking, 
oily liquid from a rubber-insulated compart- 
ment of the box. With an ordinary chicken 
feather he worked the liquid into the narrow 
slit. along the edge of the safe door. He 
crimped a short piece of fuse to a copper 
detonating cap, fixed it in place over the slit 
with a lump of clay and a few strips of tape. 


Hits Near His Mark 


THEN he walked to the opposite side of the 
small wash, made a mark in the sand with 
his heel. 

“Right there,” he said, “is about where 
that door will land. Still want me to go 
ahead?” 

“That’s right.”” Now the engineers seemed 
a little less confident. 

He lit the end of the fuse. In about a minute 
there was an explosion like the sharp crack of 
a pistol. The door spun through the air, 
knocked up a small cloud of dust. Mr. Alex- 
ander walked across the wash, picked it up. 

“Miseed it by eighteen inches,”’ he 
said, handing the twisted piece of metal 
to the astonished young men. “I should 
have done better.”’ 

The safe cracker is a-lasting engineer and 
the owner of the Alexander Corporation at 
Whittier, California. The young engineers did 
not know that throughout the oil fields and 
construction camps of the West he is better 
known as the King of the Dynamiters. He 
specializes in putting out oil-well fires, but 
he has rarely been stumped by any job calling 
for the use of dynamite, giant powder or 
nitroglycerin. 

Helped An Explosive Expert 
Born about 50 years ago, Mr. Alexander 
spent his early boyhood on a farm in Ohio, 
adjacent to what was then known as the Cow 
Run oil field. During one summer vacation, 
he worked as a helper to an explosive expert, 
or shooter. That summer there were a number 
of accidents, the most serious of which occurred 
when a team of horses hitched to a “soup”

young Ford and he decided to try his luck out 
West. 

A week later young Ford stepped off the 
train at Taft, California, a raw frontier town 
in the early throes of an oil boom. Here the 


first man to extend a welcoming hand was an 
engineer in search of someone to take charge 
of a small shooting job. That was the begin- 
ning of a long —- and lucky — career in the 
shooting business in California. 

As in the East, horses were used in trans- 
porting the highly unpredictable cans of 
nitroglycerin, except that here the horses 
were called “broncs” and were almost as 
unpredictable as the cargoes they hauled. 

Mr. Alexander was preparing to shoot a 
team of broncs started for the livery barn. 
Nearing the outskirts of town, they were 
flagged into a ditch and stopped by a drunk. 
He climbed nonchalantly up into the driver’s 
seat and drove back to the field, without once 
suspecting that at the risk of his own life he 
had probably saved half the town. 

The King of the Dynamiters is a quiet man, 
not given to boasting or loud talk. He dresses 
im restrained good taste, is allergic to blaring 
radios and refuses to patronize eating places 
that have juke boxes. 

Chartered planes, furnished at the ex- 
pense of worried corporation officials, 
have rushed him and his equipment to 
jobs in almost every corner of the West- 
ern states, Canada and Mexico. 

As in the old days, the oil fields still furnish 
him with some of his trickiest assignments. In 
general, there are two kinds: shooting a well in 
order to increase production, 
and trouble shooting to get a 
stuck well out of some diffi- 
culty so that the driller can 
go ahead with the job. But 
ask the King to relate some of 
his most interesting experi- 
ences and it is unlikely that 
he will call forth some highly 
spectacular shot. The chances 
are that he will tell aboutsome 
job that required the delicate 
touch of an artist combined 
with a thorough scientific 
knowledge of industrial high explosives. 

An explosive, says Mr. Alexander, is noth- 
ing more than energy in the form of chemical 
compounds. But there are many forms, many 
types of high explosives. There are blasting 
gelatins of widely varying consistencies, free- 
running powders used in bulk form, nitro- 
glycerin (still the old stand-by of the oil 
fields in spite of its sensitivity), and many 
kinds of dynamite. 


Makes Accurate Predictions 


In ALL of these, strength and detonating 
speed differ. A high rate of detonation pro- 
duces a shattering blow, a low-density explo- 
sive heaves against its burden like a 
rolling a stone with his shoulder. Knowing 
the characteristics of each type of explosive, 
the blasting engineer selects the right one for 
a particular job and can predict results with 
an accuracy that is astonishing to the layman. 

Asked about the possible use of atomic force 
in industrial explosives, Mr. Alexander says, 
“It may come, but it’ll be a long time.” The 
usefulness of any industrial explosive is deter- 
mined by the degree of control. And con- 
trolled atomic explosions, he thinks, will come 
only after a great deal of experimentation. 

But Mr. Alexander claims to be no author- 
ity on the military use of explosives. His 
whole training has been a conditioning process 
in avoiding results that are the primary 
objectives of the military experts. He has 
never, in all his work with explosives, caused 
a single fatal accident, and the insurance rate 
for his men is lower than that paid by 
house wreckers. 

Mr. Alexander’s most outstanding contri- 
bution to blasting techniques is probably his 
method of putting out oil-well fires by the 
use of dynamite. This discovery was purely 


accidental. A large oil company with a blazing 
well on its hands had hired him to blast away 
the red-hot material surrounding the well, 
preparatory to an attempt to extinguish the 
fire by conventional methods. In the process 
of blasting this material to bits the fire was 
snuffed out. 

This incident set Mr. Alexander to think- 
ing. What had happened, he figured, was that 
the fire had literally been blown out. Analyz- 
ing the process a bit further, he concluded 
that putting out a fire, regardless of whether 
that fire is from a burning candle or an oil 
well, consists essentially of separating the 
of gas. 


Discovery Solved Problem 


Wuen the next oil-well fire occurred he 
was ready. The new method worked perfectly. 
What had always been a serious problem in 
the oil fields was solved. 

About a year later, while returning from the 
East, Mr. Alexander happened to pick up a 
paper that told about a raging oil-well fire in 
Utah. The owners of the well had an office in 
through this town he decided to.offer his 
services. They had a hundred men and a 
quarter of a million dollars’ worth of fire- 
fighting equipment on the job, and were get- 
ting nowhere. They laughed scornfully when 

he told them he could put the 
“0, “And a smart-aleck lawyer 
~ laughed loudest and longest,” 
Mr. Alexander recollects. 
That made Mr. Alexander 
mad, so he tacked on an extra 
$50 to his $2,000 estimate. 
They accepted, agreed to 
take off their crews, and gave 
him 24 hours to put out the 
fire, on condition he post a 
$5,000 check as a guaranty he 
would accomplish the job. 

There was no time to bring equipment and 
men from Los Angeles. Mr. Alexander hired 
two local mechanics, and the three men 
wrapped themselves in wet burlap. They ran 
a steel cable between two derricks on each side 
of the blazing well. To this aerial-way, they 
attached 200 pounds of dynamite on a make- 
shift trolley. The shooting wires were attached 
and the explosive was ready to slide down the 
incline. 

Three thousand spectators had ringed the 
field. The deadline was twelve o'clock. It was 
eleven minutes to noon when the charge 
started down the incline. As it reached the 
base of the towering fire, Mr. Alexander 
rammed down the plunger of the shooting 
box. There was a ground-shaking explosion, 
and a huge umbrella of smoke and flame 
soared skyward. The fire was out. 

As the crowd cheered, Mr. Alexander 
struggled out of the wet burlap. Then he 
accepted an invitation to grab a snack at the 
near-by field cookhouse. But the cookhouse 
was a shambles inside — the concussion had 
cracked every dish. 

“Yep,” says Mr. Alexander, “too much 
powder. A man gets a little careless when 
he’s in a hurry. That hurry cost me fifty 
bucks. 

“When they sent me a check, it was for 
two thousand even. The lawyer had enclosed 
a little note. 

“*You will note,’ it said, ‘that the enclosed 
check has been made out for the amount 
specified in our contract, less fifty dollars. 
The deduction was made to cover the cost of 
the china broken in our cookhouse.’ 

“China, my eye! It was crockery — the 
kind you get in a beanery. Some day I 
hope I have a chance to shoot another well 
for that lawyer.” The End

Needed: A World University

Here’s a plan for destroying 
prejudices which cause wars. 
Our sixth Forecast for America 


HAT the world needs today 1s assurance 

that men’s wisdom will not fall short of 
people of the United Nations can acivance 
over uncertainty and suspicion only by a 
continuous and honest effort to learn how 
each member feels about mutual problems — 
and why. 

A few authorities: who have reflected on the 
matter feel that the quickest way to bring 
about regular traffic in ideas and attitudes is 

Te Be a Commen Effect 


“Tuts would be a school to which every nation 
in the world could send mstructors and 
students. It would be a common intellectual 


prejudices by itself. It is a combmation of 
concessions, hopes and safeguards devised by 


nations which do not understand each other 
very well. Primarily, it is a legal code — new 
and stiff —- without the mellowness of famili- 
arity and precedent. 

Few codes have operated successfully with- 
out a favorable psychologic foundation. It 
would be a major function of the world uni- 
versity to provide a cultural climate favorable 
to the United Nations organization. 

To raise peoples’ understanding to the level 
of their hopes would be the job of the inter- 
national university. It would examine the 
ideas which have caused wars in our century 


all the concepts which mean different thmgs 
to different people would be honestly refined. 
They could then circulate, not as debased, 
trouble-breeding coms, but_as seas which 
have equal meaning and value for all peoples. 

The site for a University of All Nations 
fortunately is at hand: the League of 
Nations buildings on the shores of Lake 
Geneva in Switzerland. There ts ample 
room for lecture halls and classrooms. Geneva, 
a resort town, is full of hotels which could 
probably serve as dormitories. 

When the United Nations acquires the 
Geneva site and equipment, a committee of 


educators and statesmen should be appomted 
to draft a detailed plan for the operation of 
the university. 

It would probably be wise to offer a regular 
four-year course, leading to a degree that 
would be acceptable to any university in the 
world. Graduate study might be permitted, 
and short courses for students whose time was 
limited. Flexibility could be the rule, as long 
as students grasped the fundamental effort 
toward world understanding. 


Might Use All Languages 
ENciisu and French would possibly be the 
principal languages -—— as in the UN councils 
— but courses could be. conducted in other 
languages as well. 

Students would be selected in their native 
countries and their governments might pay 
their tuition, at least partially. 

The top administrative positions in the 
university could be rotated — say, every two 
years —- among the various countries. 

With a governing board of leading educa- 
tors, a dsstinguished faculty and a student 
body of several thousand alert young men 
and women, the university would almost 
certainly improve the intellectual and emo- 
tional climate of all nations. For the students

would be devoted to the search for truth and 
the disinfection of propaganda. 

Within a short time they would exert a 
powerful influence for international friendship, 
based on a real understanding of the problems 
of all the different peoples of the earth. 
Graduates would number many thousands 
and lasting individual friendships would have 
been made. Since the students would return 
to their homes as potential leaders of opinion 
and framers of policy, their university experi- 
ence would greatly benefit their countries. 

In fact, the various nations of the world 
might require their foreign-office staffs to 
spend periods of study at the university. 

The establishment and endowment of 
such a university would probably cost less 
than the United States spent on the war in 
one day. The returns in world understanding 
and peaceful relations would be priceless.

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Kimball knows his firearms 


He Hunts Guns 


BY PAUL WENTWORTH 


W.G. C. Kimball has strange ones, 
old ones, rare ones. And he finds 


them in all kinds of odd places. . 


REVOLUTIONARY named Lang walked down 

from Concord, N. H., and fought in the battle 
of Bunker Hill. The French musket he carried is 
now owned by another Yankee: short, husky 
W. G. C. Kimball, of Woburn, Mass. 

Kimball bought this gun, without his father’s 
consent, when he was 12 years old. Today, he has 
ene of the finest private collections in the 
country, is regarded by historians and mu- 
seum people as a top rare-gun authority. 

Apparently there is room for a man like Kim- 
ball. As he observes, “There’s something about 


' holding a piece of history in your hands that sparks 


the imagination.”” So many share his enthusiasm 
that he has more than a thousand customers. 

In his shop, which smells richly of gun oil and 
pine paneling, Kimball has a dozen U.S. Army 
muzzie-loaders made in 1842. They’ve never been 
used, but they will be. Shooting clubs buy such 
guns for special matches with old-time pieces. 


No Time to Reload 


Over Kimball’s fireplace there’s a_ flintlock 
musket made by Eli Whitney in 1798 — the first 
gun having interchangeable parts. One of Kim- 
ball’s customers uses this kind of gun for alligator- 
shooting. He can’t afford to miss the first shot. It 
takes five minutes to reload the old gas pipe. 

Gun fanciers sometimes unearth fabulous trea- 
sures in strange places. Kimball tells of an antique 
dealer who bid for an old bureau, with contents, 
got it for 85 cents. He took it home and found 
inside a mahogany box containing a pair of Colt 
Paterson revolvers, with tools. He sold them for 
$1,200, and $2,000 wouldn’t buy them today. 

Kimball says there’s a lively market for Worid 
War II souvenirs, though prices are erratic. ““The 
most valuable foreign piece is the German Walther 
P-38 automatic, with a double-action feature. 
Foreign sporting arms are often chambered 
for special cartridges, which makes them 
useless here except as cabinet pieces.” 

Some collectors will almost starve in order to 
buy another gun. And some, whose wives don’t 
want guns around the house, try to have the 
weapons sent to secret hideaways. 

Kimball doesn’t encourage this sort of trade. 
“It was bad enough,” he says, “the time a new 
bride spent a whole day of her honeymoon sitting 
in a corner of the shop while her husband went 
through my collection.”

Karloff is through with 
supernatural bogeymen. 
He’s got a new idea for 


prickling your scalp... 


ORIS KARLOFF, the screen bogey- 

man, is through for good with 
Frankenstein monsters, foot-loose 
mummies, zombies, Draculas, ghouls, 
werewolves and other forms of diabol- 
ism. 

By the same token he is finished with 
Universal Pictures. In the future he will 
scare the customers for RKO and in his 
natural guise. ‘ 

His natural guise is not terrifying. 


Mr. Karloff in person and at a lunch 
table is gray-haired, sad-eyed, good- 
humored and British public school. His 
swarthy, parchment-like skin explains 
some of his roles — otherwise he might 
be the village schoolmaster, a librarian 
or a parish priest. 

Mr. Karloff has his own theory, how- 
ever, as to what should curdle the blood 
and prickle the scalp. The supernatural, 
he holds, is less frightening than life 
itself. 

“If you take a walk through a grave- 
yard in the dead of night, and the wind 
howls, a mist rises and the clock strikes 
twelve, it inevitably follows that a 
white form will rise from a grave and 
tap you on the shoulder. What did you 
expect to confront you in such a place 


HARMLESS: At home he is his amiable self, enjoys music 
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and at such a time — Mary and her 
little lamb? 

“But if you are dining at home and 
are promised a dish of cabbage and you 
lift the cover from the pot and see there 
the head of your best friend, to the ele- 
ment of terror is added the element of 
shock. You did not expect it — that is, 
unless you put the head there yourself.”’ 

To illustrate this macabre example, 
Mr. Karloff, his eyes glittering fiend- 
ishly, lifted the top of a casserole dish. 
The dish contained — shrimps. 

The point settled, Mr. Karloff was 
his amiable self. He was not mad, he 
insisted, at Universal Pictures or at 
@ anybody. He parted with the company 
®on the best of terms and may even 
make individual pictures under its ban- 
ner. Meanwhile he is under contract to 
RKO for three pictures a year — non- 
supernatural chillers— at an honor- 
arium reported to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000. 

This is quite an improvement over 
his early days in Hollywood when he 
worked for 11 years as 
anextraand truck-driver 
before Frankenstein lift- 
ed him to fame and the 
top-money brackets. 

But there came a 
day when he got tired 
of clumping around 
in gruesome clay feet. 

When Frankenstein had 

a son and the series 

threatened to go on in- 

definitely, Karloff began 

to be worried. Finally 

there was a picture which 

Karloff refers to as the 

**monster clambake,’’ 

with everything thrown in — Franken- 
stein, Dracula, a hunchback and a 
“‘man-beast”’ that howled in the night. 
It was too much. 

Karloff thought it was ridiculous and 
said so. His contract was about to ex- 
pire. To answer him, the man at the 
studio wearily hauled out the books and 
showed him what the “‘clambake”’ had 
grossed. The figure was high. 


Saved by a Writer 


**Don’t ask me to feel sorry for you,”’ 
the man said. “You feel sorry for me. 
You can quit after your next®picture. 
I have to keep on making them.” 

Karloff admitted the logic. “But 
you'll have to get another monster,” 
he said firmly. 

His current picture under the new 
dispensation is a major product called 
“‘Bedilam,”” based on the history of the 
famous British institution for mental 


cases. Understandably, it has its grue- 
some aspects, but the action and Mr. 
Karloff’s part in it have one foot 
firmly planted in plausibility. Val Lew- 
ton, the script-writer for “Isle of the 
Dead,”’ produced it. Mr. Karloff has 
great love and respect for Mr. Lewton 
as the man who rescued him from the 
living dead and restored, so to speak, 
his soul. 


Scoreless Tie 


Mr. Kar.orr leads a quiet life between 
pictures — spends most of his leisure 
compiling anthologies or playing the 
piano. He ig one of the few intellec- 
tuals who speak well of Hollywood. 
Though even as he praised that center 
of culture, he was reminded of a polo 
game between producers and writers. 
Even with the redoubtable Mr. Zanuck 
on the side of the producers, the game 
ended in a scoreless tie. ““The producers 
couldn’t; the writers wouldn’t,”’ re- 
marked a Hollywood wit. 

Mr. Karloff had something like that 

happen to him. Someone 
next door to him gave a 
party to a noted Holly- 
wood personage. It was 
a thorough prewar 
affair, with klieg lights, 
mobs of people, and rev- 
elry far into the night. 

Mr. Karloff, who had 
to get up at dawn to get 
into his Frankenstein 
make-up — a three-hour 
job — tossed and 
groaned, finally decided 
to call the police. But 
with one hand on the re- 
ceiver, he reconsidered. 

“What do you want,”’ he asked him- 
self, “‘a Hollywood contract or a night’s 
sleep?’ His portrayal of the monster 
the next fhorning was the most frighten- 
ing of his career. 

Mr. Karloff's career as a bogeyman 
has been a long one. At the age of nine 
he played a monster in a Cinderella 
play given for the benefit of the 
parish church. 

As a young man in “stock’’ he once 
performed at a lunatic asylum in 
Canada. The theory was that a the- 
atrical performance would have thera- 
peutic value. 

But the inmates were not impressed. 
They shrieked in the wrong places, 
and one amateur critic sat with his back 
turned to the stage and applauded 
loudly throughout — also at the wrong 
intervals. Mr. Karloff, who has made a 
career of frightening people, was scared 
to death. The End

Omelet It Is 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


Do you like it wet or fluffy? Try 
both — with these variations 


GG time is any time. But a fresh-laid egg so flavor- 
ful, so delicate, seems especially one with the 
spring; it belongs to the omelet. 


Omelets are of two kinds: the wet type, the fluffy. 
Listen to a French cook and she will tell you there is 
only one omelet and that is the wet, which bears close 
resemblance to soft scrambled eggs. But American 
women take pride in the kind they call puffy, a cousin 
of sorts to the light-hearted souffié. 


Walk into one of New York’s smallest restaurants, 
it seats but 20 people, elbows just missing elbows. 
Here are omelets of 100 kinds listed on the menu and 
turned out to order by Madame Romaine De Lyon. 
Romaine learned about omelets from her French 
father, Pierre, who for 25 years operated the Café 
Restaurant Terminus in the city of Lyon. When 
Romaihe was 15 she knew how to make 20 omelets 
and ever since she has been improving her skill and 
her repertoire. But for today it’s French omelet plain. 
Learn this basic procedure and additions are easy. 


Basic Procedure 


Ser an eight-inch skillet over a moderate flame, 
place in pan two teaspoons of butter to melt in a jiffy. 
Meanwhile break two eggs into a bowl and give them 
20 good licks. Now a thin splash of water, about two 
tablespoonsful is the proper amount. Never use milk 
~~ Romaine says it makes the omelet too heavy. 


Next a dash of salt, a dusting of pepper. Skillet 
off the flame, pour in the egg. Place over heat and 
turn it to high. Now a vigorous pan shaking with the 
left hand, back and forth exactly as if working a corn 
popper, this to keep the omelet from sticking. Fork 
in right hand, give the mixture an occasional twirl. 


When the omelet has set on the bottom and is still 
wet in the middle, three last shakes of the pan and 
turn to a hot plate; fold while turning by a dexterous 
wrist waggle. The whole procedure, mixing and cook- 
ing,. will take but three minutes. A few sprigs of 
parsley and the long golden turnover is off to the table. 


Whatever is added in omelet variations, Romaine 
tosses into the skillet along with the butter. 


Perfect Fiuffy Omelet 
4 egg whites 4 teaspoon salt 
4 egg yolks % teaspoon pepper 
4 cup milk — 1 tablespoon butter 


Break eggs, separate whites from yolks. Beat whites 
until stiff enough to hold shape but not dry. Over- 
beating causes the omelet to fall during cooking. Beat 
yolks thick and lemon colored, stir in milk, salt and 
pepper. Add this yolk mixture slowly to the whites, 
combining the two with a spoon, using a folding 
motion. Don’t be too vigorous. Heat a heavy frying 
pan, drop in the butter, allow to melt, but not brown, 
as the flavor of the browned butter will detract from 
the taste of the egg. Tip pan gently from side to side 
until it’s well greased and the fat bubbling. 


Pour in the egg mixture, cover now with a second 
frying pan, which permits the omelet to rise above the 
edge of the first. Cook over low heat for five minutes 
or until omelet puffs up. Slowly, gently, lift the edge 
to see if the bottom has turned to light amber and 
is evenly colored. Transfer omelet to a moderate oven 
(300° to 350°F.) and cook uncovered for 10 minutes 
or until the top’s done. The total cooking time will 
vary from 15 to 20 minutes, depending on the thick- 
ness of the omelet. 

Hold skillet in left hand, with the right make a cut, 
perpendicular to skillet handle, across omelet and 
half through its thickness. With the spatula loosen 
half of omelet, and slide the folded omelet to a hot 
platter. Yield: Portions for two.

The Caddy Said “Moo”

It was tough to keep 
your eye on the ball 
with cobras and wild 
bulls on the fairway 


while peace still reigned over 
Moroland and the realm of the 
Sulu Sultan, I was the guest of 
one of the teachers of the Indanan 
Agricultural School on Jolo Island. 

This American educational in- 
stitution was, and still 1s, a bless- 
ing to this betel-nut-chewing cor- 
ner of the Philippine world. Its 
Moro pupils tended the coconuts 
that thrived in a large grove of 
palms surrounding the campus 
and tilled the vegetable gardens, 
raising green groceries, pineapples 
and fruit trees. Taking care of the 
cattle was also a part of the 
school’s curriculum. 

Nearby there was a nine-hole 
golf course, laid out by the teach- 
ers for the recreation of the staff 
and their guests and kept in order 
by the Moro students. It had for 
some time proved phenomenally 
popular. Lately, however, no one 
had been playing on it. 


A FEW years before the war, 


THere were two good reasons 
for this. One was a multitude of 
cobras, often rearing their ugly, 
hooded heads out of the holes just 
as a player was about to putt. 
According to green’s rules, it was 
considered a hole played if, under 
the circumstances, the player 
chose to pick up the ball. 

Actually, cobras on golf courses 
are nothing unusual in those lati- 
tudes.
